They have enjoy- 
ed the comforts of a pleasant and 
cozy little home, where Mrs. Pringle 
fulfilled her duties as a thrifty house- 
wife and a faithful and loving com- 
panion. She was a very charitable 
person, always ready to lend a help- 
ing hand especially to the il] and 
needy. Their home was blessed by 
the birth of a little son, but he died 
in infancy. Her husband had watch- 
ed over her almost constantly dur- 
ing her iliness, doing all in his pow- 
er to give her every comfort. He is 
griefstricken over his Joss, and in- 
déed-has the sincere sympathy of 
hosts of friends. 

Besides her husband the young 
woman is mourned by an only broth- 
er, Adolph Olson of ‘Detroit, her 
stepfather, Lars P. Olson, Detroit, 
step-brothers, Paul Olson of Fort 
Worth, Texas, and Oscar Olson who 
has been making his home in Gray- 
ling with his sister for the past two 
years. 

Many friends attended the funeral 
services of the young woman that 
were held from the Danigh-Lutheran 
church, Tuesday afternoon at 2:00 
o'clock. Rev. A. E. Sorenson con- 
ducted the services and was assisted 
by the choir, who nicely sang sever- 
al hymns. There was a large pro- 
fusion of flowers, which showed the 
high esteem in which the deceased 
was held by her friends. The re- 
mains were laid to rest beside those 
of her mother in Elmwood cemetery.

She kept at it 
until her mother summoned her to 
preside over the White House, where 
she promptly Induced congress to In- 
stall a brary, the mansion having 
been unth then a bookless desert. 


A month after the end of her hus- 
band's term Mrs. Fillmore was dead. 
Next Miss Mary died of cholera, and 
then, after a tour of Europe, the 
pathetic lonetiness of a retired presi- 
dent was relieved by 4 marriage with 
a wealthy widow. 


Fillmore had tried to avert this re 
tfrement by an unsuccessful effort to 
be nominated to succeed himself. 
Four vears afterward he .ittempted 
to break the retirement and return 
to the presidency. Although he bad 
both the Knownothing and Whig nom- 
inntfons, he ran third in the election. 
He ived on in his Buffalo home until 
the very year when another Buffalo- 
ninn, Grover Cleveland, started for 
the White House by way of the 
shrievalty of Erie county.

FLIES TORMENT DAIRY COWS 


Mixture Recommended by Minnesota 
Expert to Keep Pests Away 
During Summer Season. 


By preventing flies from tormentisg 
the cows much greater flow of milk is 
secured during tke summer months 
and the remainder of the lactation 
period. The following home-made mix- 
ture has given good results at the col 
lege dairy farm. It is better than scv- 
eral other mixtures tried and quite as 
efficient as the prepared sprays cost- 
ing a dollar per gallon. It is made as 
follows: 

114 quarts of any standard coal tar 
dip. 

1% quarts fish olf. 

1 pint of of) of tar. 

1 quart of coal ofl, 

%% pint of oil of Eucalyptus. 

Mix in ten gallons of lukewarm sefs 
, Water in which a bar of laundry soap 
has been dissolved. 

Spray twice a day, in the morning 
after milking and in the afternoon 
| when cows are brought in for silage or 
' green feed. When a half barrel cart 
with spray nozzle attachment Is used 
two men can spray a herd of forty 
cows in ten minutes, This mixture fs 
not perfect and does not keep all the 
flles away and, furthermore, it lenves 
the coat rather harsh and causes dust 
to adhere; however, it {s very bene- 
ficial and practical and results in more 
milk and greater comfort.—H. H. Kil- 
dee, University Farm, St. Paul.

Mr. Currie did not 
don a uniform but like a lot of us 
was doing his duty here at home. 

Mr. Woodruff came here to make 
votes. We fai! to understand how 
he has bettered himself, and we be- 
lieve he may consider himself pret- 
ty lucky if he has not lost some 
votes he may have had had he re- 
mained away from Grayling. This is 
the day and age when men and wom- 
en are informed and are able to look 
beyond the mask of the political 
speaker and read their thots and 
must find recorded more than the 
mere desire for votes.

Factories were closing, and thou- 
sands of laboring men were thrown 
out of employment. Cold, hunger, 
and even death stalked everywhere, 
when a Federal judge saved the sit- 
uation. Notwithstanding this court 
decision, Gompers and tHe executive 
committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor openly defied the law 
and pledged their resources to over- 
come the Government and its courts 
in their effort to end the _ strike. 
“My sense of public duty” said Mr. 
Currie, “would not permit me to re- 
main silent under such circumstanc- 
es which threatened the very exist- 
ence of government.” 

Mr. Woodruff said Mr. Currie vot- 
ed for the Esh-Cummings law which 
made it-unlawful for two men _ to 
quit work at the same time. This 
is not true for the Esh-Cummings 
act says nothing of the kind, and, if 
it did, it could never become a law, 
for such an act could not be passed 
in any American congress. There 
is a clause in the act prohibiting 
strikes, and providing a_ tribunal 
where all grievances may be settled 
without the great losses to industry 
and in wages of the working men 
that necessarily occur in great 
strikes. 

The speaker took a rap at the 
primary law, and in his stand was 
in accord with practically every pol- 
itician in the country—none of them

INTRA-STATE PASSENGER FARES 
REMAIN TEMPORARILY AT 
THREE CENTS A MILE. 


STATE LAW AND 1. C. C. CLASH 


Last Legislature Passed Law Setting 
Fare At 244 Cents a Miule— 
Federal Court to Decide. 


Detroit.—Arthur J, Tuttle, federal 

Judge has signed an order temporarily 
restraining the Michigan Public Utili- 
ties Commission and the attorney-gen- 
eral from enforcing the intra-state 
passenger rate of 2 1-2 cents a mile 
as set by the last Legislature and 
which would have become effective 
Sept. 1, 
He directed attorneys for five Mich- 
{gan railroads to prepare the order im- 
mediately for signature. The order is 
to be effective and the passenger rate 
for intra-state travel will remain at 
% cents until suits questioning the 
respective jurisdiction of the Michl,y 
gan State Utilities Commission and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
are jointly heard before Judge Tuttle 
Sept. 13. 

Two additional railroad rate actions, 
bringing the total number to five, were 
filed in Federal Court Monday. They 
are by the Detroit & Mackinaw and 
the Big Four. The three first cases, 
filed Saturday, were by the Michigan 
Central, New York Central and the 
Pere Merquette railroads. 

The actions state that the three- 
cent rate allowed during Government 
ownership should continue for six 
months, The Interstate Commerce 
Commission in its recent rate deci- 
sion allowed an increase for interstate 
commerce to 3.6 cents a mile. The 
Michigan rate, as set for intra-state 
commerce at 2 1-2 cents a mile, is dis- 
crimnatory against traffic within the 
state, the bills allege,

NO TRACE FOUND OF| 
CREW OF LOST SHIP 


SUPERIOR CITY, RAMMED NEAR 
WHITEFISH POINT, SINKS 
IN TWO MINUTES, 


ONLY FOUR MEN SAVED, 29 LOST 


Sunken Freighter Was Heavily Laden 
With Ore—-No Logical Reason for 
Aceident Given By Survivors. 


Sauit Ste. Marie—No trace has beep 
found in waters off Whitefish point of 
the 29 persons, including one woinan, 
lost when the steamer Superior ity, 
heavily laden with ore, was rammed 
by the Willis L. King and sunk lact 
Friday night. 

Captain Edward Sawyer, of Almont, 
Mich.; Wheelsman Peter Jacobson, of 
Cleveland; Second Mate G. H. Lehue, 
of Chicago, and Boatswain Walter 
Richter, of Lorain, 0., are the only 
known survivors of the disaster. 

The crew had practically no chance 
to escape, according to the survivors, 
the collision having torn such a hole 
in the Supertor’s side that a torrent 
of water rushed into her furnace 
room, exploding her boflers. The 
stern of the ship appeared to have 
been blown off. 

In less than two minutes after the 
crash, according to four survivors, the 
ship settled, her load of 7,500 tons of 
ore carrying her quickly to the bot- 
tom, in about 200 feet of water. 

The collision occurred four and one- 
half miles northeast of Whitefish 
Point. The sea was calm though the 
air just a trifle hazy, according to sur- 
vivors, 

The King crasher into the Superior 
City aft of midships, on the port side. 
All members of the crew of the Super- 
for City were aft over the Hfe boats 
‘when the blast came. Not one of the 
four survivors knows more than that 
when he regained consciousness he was 
in the cold waters of Lake Superior 
and fighting for his life. 

Capt. Sawyer and Capt. Herman 
Nelson, master of the King, both were 
reluctant to discuss the responsibility 
for the accident. Sawyer would make 
no statement beyond saying that the 
accident occurred at 9:20 and that the 
weather was absolutely clear. Nelson 
confined himself to the statement that 
there had been @ heavy fog which had 
only partly lifted and was atill making 
wreaths and cross currents that were 
confusing. 


LEGAL MAZE DELAYS SUFFRAGE 


Antis in Tennessee Start Court Fight 
On Amendment. 


; 


Nashville, Tenn.—Although Tennes- 
see's ratification of the federal Wom- 
an Suffrage Amendment stands on 
the legislative record of the lower 
house of the legislature as finally con- 
firmed a snarl of legal and legislative 
technicalities remain to be disposed 
of before action can be certified. 

Suffrage supporters, who rode rough 
shod in the house over every obstacle 
thrown in their way, claim full legis- 
lative triumph. They declared that 
only a temporary injunction secured 
by the antis prevented immediate cer- 
tification to Secretary Colby at Wash- 
ington. 

The Tennessee constitutional league 
is fighting the ratification on the 
ground that the state constitution pro- 
hibited the present legislature from 
acting on the suffrage amendment and 
the claims are that the injunction will 
prevent enfranchisement of the wom- 
en of the nation for at least a year 
and a hall.

Thirty-Six States Have Ratified 
Amendment. 


TENNESSEE FALLS INTO LINE 


Washington ts the Thirty-Fifth—Sev- 
enty Years of Struggle for Equal 
Suffrage-—Features and Some 
immortal Names, 

Washington.—Americgn women have 
won their fight for votes. Washington 
and Tennessee have ratified the con- 
gtitutional amendment, making 36 
states out of 48, 

Upon the opening March 22 of the 
special sessions of the legislatures of 
Washington and Delaware, the woman 
suffrage situation in the United States 
was briefly this: 

Amendment to the Constitution 
passed by congress June 4, 1919, as 
drafted in 1875 by Susan B, Anthony: 
“The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denfed or

abridged by the United States or by 
any state on account’ of sex.” Ratifi- 
eation necessary by legislatures of 
three-fourths of the bas states of the 
Union, 

Amendment eaitiied by 34 states, be- 
ginning with Wisconsin, June 10, 1919, 
‘and ending with West Virginia March 
10, 1920. Constitutionality of Ohio 
ratification before the United States 
Supreme court. 

Amendment defeated by six states 
between September 12, 1919, and Feb- 
‘ruary 17, 1920, as follows, in the or- 
der named: Alabama, Georgia, Missia- 
! sipp!, South Carolina, Virginia, Mary- 
land, 

Connecticut and Vermont—No regu- 
‘lar sessions until 1921. Governors 
| had refused to call special sessions. 

Florida and Tennessee—Cannot vote 
in 1920 because of constitutional pro- 
vision requiring election to intervene 
| between submission of amendment and 
action on it. 

Louisiana—Legislature to meet in 
; June; small hope of ratification. 
North Carolina—Legislature to meet 
' in special’ session in August. Gov, 
Thomas W. Bickett had declared his 
intention to ask for ratification. 

Washington promptly ratified. Del- 
aware and Louisiana refused. The 
governors of Connecticut, Florida and 
Vermont refused to call special ses- 
sions. The United States Supreme 
court upheld the Ohio ratification on 
the ground that no state constitution 
had the authority to change in any 
detail the method which the United 
States Constitution itself provides for 
its amendment. This decision cleared 
the way for the special session in Ten- 
nessee, which began August 9. 

It is seventy years since the organ- 
ized movement for woman suffrage 
was begun in the United States. 

In 1848 Lucretia Mott and Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton called the first Woman's 
Rights convention at Seneca Falls, N. 


Susan B. Anthony. 


Y., which launched a “Declaration of 
Sentiments” and passed a resolution 
demanding equal suffrage. 

These are two immortal names in 
American history. Lucretia Mott 
(1793-1880) was born in Nantucket, 
Mass., of Quaker parents. After teach- 
ing, she became an “acknowledged 
minister” of the Friends. She married 
James Mott, who worked with his wife 
against slavery. 

Hitzabeth Cady Stanton (1815-1902) 
was born tn Johnstown, N. Y¥. She 
married in 1840 Henry B. Stanton, a 
journalist and anti-slavery speaker.

author of “History of Woman Suf- 
frage” (1881-8) and “Wighty Years 


A third name is that of Susan B, 
Anthony (1820-1906). She Joined with 


Lucretia Mott and Blizabeth ‘ Cady’) 
Stanton in organizing the womah saf- | 


frage movement. She became in time 
the real leader of the movement; cer. 
tainly she was its first militant suf- 
fragist. Born in Adams, Mass., she 
came of Quaker stock, and early devot- 
ed herself to “temperance" (the pro- 
hibition of those days) and to the abo- 
fition of slavery. 

In 1875 Miss Anthony drafted the 
amendment to the Constitution which 
bas now been ratified. In 1878 the 
amendment was introduced in the sen- 
ate by Senator Sargent of California, 
It was defeated in 1887 and thereaf- 
ter was not'even debated in congress 
until 1914. 

During the years the Constitutlonal 
amendment campaign was making no 
progress the women won many victo- 
ries in the states, securing full suf- 
frage in 15; presidential suffrage in 
+O) and partial suffrage in several oth- 
ers. 

The National American Woman 
Suffrage association in 1912 opened 
headquarters in Washington and be- 
gan an active campaign for the 
passage of the amendment. In 1916 
it established branch headquarters 
there which were devoted entirely to 
the amendment campaign. The cam- 
paign was educational and social as 
well ag political and attracted world- 
wide attention. 

The National Woman's party, or- 
ganized in 1910 by Alice Paul, estab- 
lished Washington headquarters in 
1913’ and Introduced the militant into 
the campaign. 

Alice PauvJ—the third Qnakeress: to 
immortalize herself—ia the spectacu- 
lar figure of the struggle. She devel- 
oped the deadliest card index on mem- 
bers of congress that practical politics 
has ever seen. She served notice 
through the White House pickets that 
the president was the “man higher up.” 
The arrest of nearly 500 of these pick- 
ets and the imposition of jail sen- 
tences followed. Incidentally Miss 
Paul herself served seven terms in 
Jail. 

The amendment was beaten three 
times in the senate and once in the 
house before it was finally passed by 
the Sixty-sixth congress June 4, 1919, 
by the necessary two-thirds majority. 

The year 1869 saw the formation of 
two national organizations; National 
Woman Suffrage association. with Mrs, 


Alice Paul. 


Stanton and Miss Anthony leaders and 
headquarters in New York; American 
Woman Suffrage association, with 
Mary A. Livermore, Julia Ward Howe 
and Lucy Stone leaders and headquar 
ters in Boston. The line of division 
was this: The former wished to 
concentrate on the passage of a con 
stitutional amendment; the latter 
was in favor of obtaining the sut- 
frage through amendments to state 
constitutions. In 1890 the two organ- 
izations were united under the name 
of Nationa) American Woman Suf- 
fage Association, and work was 
pushed along both lines of endeavor. 
Mrs. Stanton was president unt!) 
1892. Miss Anthony served until 
1900, resigning at the age of elghty. 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt was its 
head, 1900-1904. Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, recently deceased and possibly 
best loved of all the leaders---a wom- 
an of transcendent gifts and elo- 
quence—was president until 1915. 
Mrs. Catt was then again chosen. 
Mrs. Frank Lestie left a large legacy 
to Mrs. Catt to be used in the work. 

The National association made ar- 
rangementa at the St. Louis conven- 
tion of 1919 to dissolve its organiza- 
tion and become the League of Wom- 
en Voters. These arrangements be- 
came effective at the Chicago conven- 
toin in February last. So the League 
of Women Voters now holds sway 
over something ke 27,000,000 po- 
tential American women voters. 
Mrs, Catt, who Is also the head of the 
International Woman Suffrage aili- 
ance, which she founded in 1904, Is 
honorary chairman; Mra. Maud Wood
